Earlier in the meeting Councilman Pearson d;ated he was against raising
taxes but would have to be realistic, and there would be 10,000 more people to
serve, and the schools stated they would have a program that would be increasiife.
Councilman White stated he was of the same opinion* The Mayor stated that the
continued growth and expansion of tbe facilities the city controlled, and the
increase in the needs of the schools, it would be necessary to provide for thei
Coundlman Thompson stated he was not ready to make any statement regarding any
tax increase, as it could not be set this date.
